It was an impressive but somewhat 
bizarre spectacle, this assembly of 
distinguished personages who had 
come across seas and continents to 
witness the sight of a  gold-em- 
bossed, gem-studded series of coffins

nificience lying dust-covered around 


him. 
It was a perfect day. The lapis 
lazuli sky was wonderfully clear, the
